
Children Will Get New School After All 


FPHA May Erect North End Store, 
Health Center and Additions 

Council Still Seeks Xo Retain Town Manager 
Braden; Elections To Be Held In Fire House

Considerable new construction 
is be in tr planned for this town, it 
was revealed by Town Manager 
Hoy W. Braden at the regular 
meeting of the Town Council 
which was held at the council 
chambers Monday evening. 

Plans have been made by the 
Federal Public Housing Authority 
to erect a new health center and 
a child care center, the town man- 
agr stated, and it is also planned 
to build a complete store center 
«*ethe convenience of residents of 
the northern section of the town. 

The FPHA also contemplates 
the addition of six rooms to the 
high school building and the erec¬ 
tion of an auditorium there. Ad¬ 
ditional looms will also be built 
at the elementary school site. 

Other construction which is be¬ 
ing planned, according to Mana¬ 
ger Braden, is the erection of a 
new building to house all the 
maintenance offices and addi¬ 
tions to the present management 
building. 

Job Not Frozen 

Working on the basis that Town 
Manager Roy Braden has not ac¬ 
tually handed in a resignation to 
the Greenbelt Town Council or 
Federal Public Housing Authority, 
members of the council are still 
“beating the bushes” for means 
of retaining Braden in Greenbelt. 
Thomas Ricker informed the man¬ 
ager at Monday evening’s meeting 
of the council that the War Man¬ 
power has advised the council 
that the manager cannot be fro¬ 
zen in his present federal position 
but can be frozen as town mana¬ 
ger by the council if all town em¬ 
ployees were similarly effected. 
Councilman Rickr stated that all 
possible means are being taken to 
retain Mr. 1 raden in the town. 

Elections 

The council voted this week to 
the fall council elections, 
Monday, September 21, in the lo¬ 
cal fire hall and appointed judges 
and clerks to officiate. Lou Mul¬ 
lins was named director of count¬ 
ing, Tom Evans, Mrs. Joseph 
Long, Anthony Madden, John 
Teel, George R. Edmiston and 
Mrs. James Beck were appointed 
judges and clerks. Alternates will 
be Mrs. Frank Drass, John P. 
Murry and Mrs. Thelma Graham. 
The council chose to hold the elec¬ 
tions in the fire house as this will 
provide more space. 

Town Manager Braden inform¬ 
ed the town governing body this 
week that there is still a possibil¬ 
ity than an understanding can be 
reached with county officials in 
order to provide school space for 
kindergarten and first and second 
grade pupils in the north end of 
town. 

Pension Plan 

A pension plan for town em¬ 
ployees was presented to the 
councilmen by the Aetna Insur¬ 
ance Company. The town mana¬ 
ger stated that several other com¬ 
panies will be contacted and more 
information will be gathered be¬ 
fore the management will present 
a formal plan for the considera¬ 
tion of the Council. 

Four Children Attend 
Child Center Opening 

Grecnbelt’s Child Care Center 
was officially opened at 14 Park¬ 
way this week with only four 
children attending the first day. 
Applications for over twenty 
children have been received and 
it is expected that even more will 
be enrolled in the near future, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Elizabeth Hamil¬ 
ton, county coordinator of care 
centers. 

The Child Care center is experi¬ 
encing a shortage of toys, accord¬ 
ing to the director, and will ap¬ 
preciate any contributions that 
people in the town can make. 


Registrations 

The last opportunity for most 
Greenbeiters to register for the 
HI43 town council elections will 
be given tomorrow night from 
7 until 9:30 o’clock. Mrs. Ber¬ 
tha Bonham, town clerk, will 
have her office in the town ad¬ 
ministration offices over the 
\ ariety Store open tomorrow 
(Saturday; .evening, and Mon¬ 
day, September 6, as well. 
Monday, however, is a holiday, 
and registrations are expected 
to be light on the closing day. 

Any resident who has lived 
in Greenbelt six months and in 
the state of Maryland for a 
year may register and vote, 
Mrs. Bonham stated in urging 
townspeople not to let slide 
their opportunity to vote for 
five councilmen September 21. 
Agan she called attention to 
the local privilege of being able 
to vote in town elections here 
no matter where a resident’s 
national and state voting rights 
were maintained. 

Mrs. Bonham said that regis¬ 
trations have been light so far, 
and added her belief that many 
people did not realize next Mon¬ 
day to be the closing date. Pe¬ 
titions of nomination of candi¬ 
dates must also be turned in 
to her by Monday.

$35,000 Goal Set 
For Greenbelt in 
Third Loan Drive 

Teamwork will keynote the part 
Give1 1 belt Consumer Services and 
the Grecnbilt Theatre plays in the 
Third War Lo an Di ive, according 
to Jack Fruchtman, manager of 
the Greenbelt Theatre, whose ap¬ 
pointment as chairman of the lo¬ 
cal campaign Wild announced this 
week. 

The appointment was made by 
L. C\ Griffith, general chairman of 
the Third War Loan for the War 
Activities Committee of the mo- 
ii' ii picture industry, and Frank 
Horn iff, state chairman. It is 
considered a tribute to the effec¬ 
tive work that Mr. Fruchtman has 
done as local chairman of the 
War Activities Committee. He 
was a leader in the wor bond 
drive last year and in many other 
war activities conducted by the 
motion picture industry. 

The local bond drive will aim at 
$35,000.00 in sif.es, according to 
Mr. Fruchtman. A program is 
being planned that will make use 
of the facilities of all of the co¬ 
operative stores and personnel.

Vetoed Plan Last Week 

On August 24 the county com¬ 
missioners had voted unanimously 
against paying a rental of ap¬ 
proximately $1200 a year for 
temporary quarters to relieve 
overcrowding in Greenbelt’s ele¬ 
mentary school. The commission¬ 
ers’ refusal to pay this was based 
on their claim that the arrange¬ 
ment between Greenbelt and Prince 
Georges County provided that the 
town furnish a school building. 

Aroused by the effect this deci¬ 
sion would have on Greenbelt’s 
children, Town Manager Roy S. 
Brvden demanded further consid¬ 
eration of local school needs. With 
the help of Superintendent of 
Schools. Shugart, Mrs. Catherine 
Reed and Mrs. Elizabeth Fugitt, 
former and present principles re¬ 
spectively, Mr. Braden was able 
to bring W. H. Carson, chairman 
of the county commissioners into 
a meeting on the school problem 
a week ago today. 

Funds Explained 

At this session ample evidence 
of the extent to which Federal 
Government funds have supported 
the local schools was offered. 
Since Greenbelt is owned by the 
Government and cannot be taxed 
by state or county, funds are 
paid to the county in lieu of taxes 
for services rendered here. It 
was shown that Greenbelt pays 
somewhat more than its propor¬ 
tionate share for school expenses. 
In addition to furnishing a build¬ 
ing and paying funds to the coun¬ 
ty, the Federal Government makes 
available to the town funds to take 
care of janitor service, heating 
and upkeep on the schools. En¬ 
rollment in the high school, of 
course, includes boys and girls 
from neighboring areas as well as 
Greenbelt. 

Superintendent Shugart pointed 
out that Greenbelt had doubled in 
population since the war, and 
that the present school was so 
crowded that classes have to be 
staggered. Once more the com¬ 
missioners were asked to approve 
the rental of a temporary struc¬ 
ture. 

Will Save Long Walk 

Mr. Braden had told the town 
council Monday night that if this 
approval was obtained it would 
save the long walk that small 
children in the northern part of 
town would have to make to the 
present school as well as relieve 
overcrowding. 

Mr. Braden had already set in 
motion arrangements for selecting 
suitable quarters before he lefc 
town Tuesday for the town mana¬ 
gers’ convention in Chicago. A 
row of six houses in the north 
area of town will be used, and as 
soon as occupants have been mov¬ 
ed to other dwellings remodeling 
work will be started. The remov¬ 
al of partitions and installation 
of fixtures is expected to be com¬ 
pleted in time for the space to be 
used this fall, although not in 
time for the school opening in 
September. 

North end children in the kin 
dergarten, first and second grades 
will use the temporary building, 
while all boys and girls in the 
higher grades will continue to use 
the elementary school opposite the 
18 and 26 Crescent Road apart¬ 
ments. 

Water For Trees; Shrubs

Meet the Deadline 

The Christmas shopping season 
is here—even though the weather 
is still warm. 

Mailing of gifts for Army and 
Navy personnel overseas must be- 
..in by September 15, if many of 
the men and women in our armed 
services are not to be disappoint¬ 
ed; and September 15 is less than 
a month away. 

Christmas gifts may be mailed 
by parcel post to Army men and 
women overoas only between 
September 15 and October 15. 
After the latter date, such parcels 
may not be mailed unless a writ¬ 
ten request from the soldier for 
the article is presented with ach 
parcel. No soldier should have to 
ask for a Christmas gift; so gifts 
must be mailed on time. The 
Navy also urges that gifts be 
mailed between September 15 and 
October 15. 

Reasons for the early mailing 
dates are: The vast distances that 
the parcels must travel to reach 
our men at war fronts and sta¬ 
tions the world over; frequent 
transfers of thousands of men 
from one location tc another, 
which means forwarding of the 
mail and consumes additional 
time; the necessity for givbu 
preference to reinforcements, arms 
munitions, medicine and food in 
allotment of shipping space, which 
often means that the shipments of 
gifts must wait. And it is most 
urgent that gifts be delivered to 
the men in time for Christmas, to 
keep their spirit high. 


The only way to insure against 
disappointment for the fighting 
men is to buy at once and mail 
early—mail your gifts as soon as 
possible after the September 15 
starting date. 

Those who have relatives in the 
service should remember that we 
have fighting men in Alaska, 
Greenland, Iceland, England, Sic¬ 
ily, far-separated regions of Af¬ 
rica, the Near Eastern countries, 
Australia, many of the South Pa¬ 
cific islands, India, China, South 
America, and other areas. 

\\ eeks are required for a ship 
to reach many of these stations. 
There can be no assurance, of 
course, that the first ship sailing 
for any of these locations will 
have space available to carry 
Christmas parcels. Gifts mav 
have to wait until vitally needed 
supplies and equipment have been 
shipped, to assure victory and to 
save the lives of our men. If the 
parcels are not mailed early, that 
delay may prove to be just enough 
to prevent their arrival by Christ¬ 
mas day, with consequent disap¬ 
pointment to the men who are of¬ 
fering heir lives for their country 
and ours. 

Mail of all kinds is vital to the 
spirit of fighting men. Every 
officer who has inspected our 
Army and Navy postal facilities 
overseas has reported that thou¬ 
sands of fighting men disregard 
mess call when it conflicts with 
mail call, and get their letters 
first. Officers at our large mili¬ 
tary and naval stations report 
that the spirit and efficiency of 
their men receive a distinct lift 
when mail is distributed, and tin t

A disconsolate soldier and sail- 
oi who thinks ho has been for¬ 
gotten at Christmas obviously is 
not at his best. So the gifts must 
be mailed i. n ime so that they can 
arrive on time. 

Rules for Christmas mailings to 
the lighting forces overseas were 
made public in June for the guid- 
tmee of early shoppers. They in¬ 
clude: 

The parcel must not exceed five 
pounds, and must not be more than 
lo inches in length or 36 inches in 
length and girth combines. It 
should be marked “Christmas par¬ 
cel so that it may be given spe¬ 
cial at ten ion to assure its arrival 
bfore December- 25. 

Not more than one parcel mav 
be mailed in an yone week to the 
^ame member of the armed forces 
by or in behaif of the same mail¬ 
er. 

The panel must be well and 
strongly packed, in a container of 
metal, wood, ,-trong fiber board, 
or similar maternal, then wrapped 
m strong paper and tied with 
twine. The cover should be such 
that it can bo opened readily for 
eensorphip. The contents should 
b' 1 packe.J t-ghtly. 

Perishable goods, such as fruits 
that may spoil, are prohibited. 
Intoxicants, inflammable materials 
such as matches or lighter fluids, 
poisons, and anything that may 
damage other mail also are pro¬ 
hibited. Gitts enclosed in g*ass 
should be sub.*tautially packed to 
avo.d break ay*-. Sharp ins:ru- 
meni.^ such as razors and knives, 
must have thmr edges and points 
protected^ so that they cannot cut 
h rough the coverings and injure 
1 r-tal personnel <■ r damage other
